exercising criminal jurisdiction in a case involving a child to order the 7 

Department to perform a blood lead level test on a child the child to undergo 8 

blood lead level testing before trial; requiring a copy of certain test results to be 9 

provided to certain individuals; and generally relating to juvenile law and lead 10 

testing of a child before adjudication or trial.
